Since this school had no com peti­ 
tors in Medina County, and as the 
wom en’s club and the seed oats as- 
asociation had m em bers across the 
line in Bexar county, it was allowed 
to en ter in the Bexar county com­ 
munity fairs. 
The school exhibit won 
second 
place,, the 
San 
B ernardino 
club won first place, and the Cliff 
com m unity exhibit won first place. 
This is the place where Old Man 
Maverick lived and where the wrord, 
‘ m averick” , in its present meaning, 
originated. 
In the early days of the 
open range Old Man Maverick had 
more cattle than all the other settlers 
together; so they all agreed to brand 
their cattle and leave his unbranded. 
The unbranded calf thus became a 
maverick and was safe as long as 
the original honest pioneers controlled 
the range. 
But new people came in 
and 
“ mavericked” 
the 
old 
m an’s 
calves by putting their own brand 
on them. 
, 
King Cotton was banished from the 
Cliff com m unity years ago and grain, 
cattle, hugs, sheep, and chickens have 
taken his place, and the farm ers are 
m aking money. 
One of the outstanding farm s in 
this comm unity is th a t of Adolph 
W urzbach, w here there arc up-to- 
date 
barns, silos, machinery, 
and 
other equipment, 
Oats are the big 
crop on this farm. 
Last year 225 
acres averaged sixty bushels. 
The 
only 
combine 
harvester 
in 
South 
Texas is owned by Adolph W urz- 
bach, and with it end one m an to 
help 
he 
cuts 
and 
threshes 
2,000 
bushels of oats in a day. 
One hundred hogs were fed last 
year and the result showed a good 
price for the grain and labor and a 
nice profit for the brains that were 
put into the project. 
Witn milking 
Shorthorns Mr. W urzbach has built 
up a dairy herd th at brings him a 
weekly check for $40 to $50. 
Mrs. 
W urzbach and their two daughters 
are making more m oney from 400 
hens than the average cotton farm er 
and his wife and six children. 
I sat down to a meal in the home 
of Henry W"urzbach, another co-op­ 
erative farm er, th a t only needed a 
printed m enu to be called a banquet. 
Milk is the money crop here, and he 
is building a milk hou^e and burn to 
meet the highest dairy standards, and 
gets the premium price for certified 
milk. 
Purebred hogs and chickens 
were there to round out a profitable 
farm ing program. 
His daughters are 
leaders 
in 
the 
San 
Bernardino 
women’s club, and are helping to de­ 
velop canning, gardening, and poultry 
raising in this and adjoining com­ 
munities. 
These are but two exam p’es of the 
kind of farm families th at are enjoy­ 
ing life and making money by m ix­ 
ing brains with labor in the Cliff 
community. 
They modestly suggest­ 
ed th a t I go with them to visit some 
of the best farm ers. 
As this was 
not possible the farm ers met us at 
the 
Maverick school and gave 
me 
fu rth er insight into the reason for
